The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious an infusion set or a method of using 
an infusion set comprising the combination of limitations recited in the independent 
claims. The closest prior art made of record, namely Larsen et al. (US 6,736,797), did 
not disclose or render obvious a base defining an infusion path in a first generally linear 
direction and a removably and rotatably connected connector defining a fluid path that 
extends in the same first direction as the infusion path. The flow paths of the base and 
connector of Larsen are angled perpendicularly to each other and therefore cannot be 
considered as extending in the same linear direction. Furthermore, it would not be 
obvious to make the paths in the same direction as the infusion set of Larsen is 
designed rotate between an open and closed position for fluid flow. The flow paths 
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need to be angled in the disclosed perpendicular relationship in order to have the open 
and closed positions. The examiner notes that the preceding limitations are allowable in 
combination with the other limitations recited in the independent claims.
